actual costs m ight be running far 
less than the loan.

C apehart (R-Ind), com m it­ 
tee chairm an, has estim ated that 
sptinsors of the 7,000-odd projects 
built during the life of the ex pired 
program ran up "w indfall” profits 
to an aggregate of half a billion 
dollars — the difference between 
their FHA-insured loans, supjx ised 
to repre.sent no m ore than 90 per 
cent of estimatiKl cost, and their 
actual construction costs.

Reimann showed a picture of 
the frog, one of many used in 
experiments with frog eggs in Phil­ 
adelphia. In the experiments the 
nucleus was transplanted from one 
egg cell to another by means of 
delicate micromachinerv. 
The research is part of an at­ 
tempt to learn what it is in the 
cell itself that makes one cell be­ 
have normally and grow as part 
of an organ, while another might 
become part of a malignant or 
cancerous tissue. 
Dr. John R. Heller Jr.. director 
of the National Cancer Institute at 
Bethesda. Md., and moderator of 
the panel, gave statistics indicat­ 


ing that incidence of stomach and 
gastrointestinal cancer seems to 
be leveling off. 
Lung cancer is 
increasing, the statistics showed. 
Since 1914 cancer of the lung in 
the white male has multiplied by 
25. Heller said. But he was reluc­ 
tant to blame the increase on cig­ 
arette smoking. 
Dr. Raymond F. Kaiser, another 
; panel member and chief of the 
Bethesda institute’s field investi­ 
gations. said other factors—such 
as dyes, coal tars and petroleum 
products—may have some bearing 
on the upsurge.

T here is, for In stan ce, the statem en t by a child 
psy chiatrist th a t there are so m an y studies of how 
children behave an d react th a t it’s tim e to m ake more 
effort to study an d un derstan d paren ts. Paren thood 
ha.s profoun d effects on people, for better or worse. 
An thropologists have m ade studies of how m others 
In Ball, for In stan ce, react to th eir children . W ho h as 
m ade similax studies of Am erican m others? Or fa ­ 
thers?

The govern men t-own ed In stallation s could make up 
tfie differen ce by n ot pay in g tax es; by puttin g in low- 
priced civil service workers who would be forbidden to 
strike by law an d whose on ly hope for the future lay in 
a pen sion ; by takin g the sites for factories an d stores from 
private own ers by the law of emin en t domain ; by makin g 
up deficits out of tax es; an d fin ally , by abolishin g cigars 
a s again st the common in terest.

It co uld be to ta l co ntro l o f ev ery functio n o f 
the indiv idua l In so ciety , the o wnership o f a ll pro perty 
a nd the co ntro l o f ea ch perso n, fro m the cra dle to the 
g ra v e. Such a so ciety no w ex ists In the So v iet Univ ersa l 
Sta te. Its mo st dev elo ped fo rm Is In So v iet Russia ; Its 
wo rst fo rm Is In Red China . In bo th these co untries, 
limita tio ns a re pla ced upo n the dev elo pment o f the In­ 
div idua l which ha v e pro duced a wa y o f life co mpletely 
different fro m o urs In which the indiv idua l need neither 
be dependent upo n no r cra v enly o bedient to tho se who 
co ntro l the po wer o f sta te. He ca n v o te them o ut o f 
o ffice. 


It is n ot a question as to which sy stem is "better." but 
rather which sy stem a people prefers. Our theory is based 
on the right of choice, on the right of a people to determin e 
for themselves the kin d of govern men t they wan t. If the 
American people wan t socialism or commun ism, they 
could, by orderly con stitution al mean s, establish such 
societies. They could amen d the Con stitution to con form to 
their ideas. 
Professor Harris removes himself from the objectivity 
of the scholar to the con fusion of vitriolic journ alism when 
^ he writes; 


"Wha t the Ho nest Do lla r Scho o l pro po ses is to ma ke 
the do lla r mo re v a lua ble by reducing the supply . This 
It a t Uie bo tto m o f the pro po sa ls to ba la nce the budg et, 
to cut g o v ernment spending , to ra ise the ra te o f In- 
tcreit, a nd cut the supply o f credit . . ." 


It would seem that the professor can n ot relate his 
thin kin g to the dan gers of in flation , which can wreck such 
e society as ours. The 53-cen t dollar is a peril to use be­ 
cause It dries up the reservoirs of private capital an d 
makes an In creasin g n umber of person s depen den t upon 
the state. A 25-cen t dollar, a 10-cen t dollar, would en d n ot 
on ly private en terprise but a free society . The so-called 
"Hon est Dollar," an ex cellen t term, hopes to re-establish 
the values of the dollar, the purchasin g power of the dollar 
■o that families may be en abled to save mon ey , to reduce 
debt an d to in vest for the future. Is such a program wron g? 
Is it justified to say . as Professor Harris does say , that 
such a dollar will produce "blood-lettin g, ban kruptcy , an d 
liquidaUon ?"

A force of American carriers has 
been on station in the Gulf of 
Ton kin , within coi;ven ien t strikin g 
ran ge, sin ce the critical In dochi­ 
n ese battle of Dien Bien Phu began 
to move toward its climax .

A workin g man develops fatigue 
because of the mon oton y of the 
assembly lin e; he has n o in terest 
in it n or an y in cen tive to carry 
on . Like his y oun gsters, he might 
say , " I’m tired of play in g with my 
dump truck." 
His boss may feel 
the tam e way , especially if he 
reaches the top too y oun g an d 
has lost his in cen tive to work hard­ 
er.

Secretary of Agriculture Ben son 
is workin g on a n ew program 
whereby America’s dairy cows may 
soon be eatin g the same milk they 
gave. 
In an effort to un load some of 
the 589 ,000,000 poun ds of dried milk 
n ow stored in govern men t ware­ 
houses, Secretary Ben son has de­ 
cided to sell a portion of it to 
processors of an imal an d poultry 
feed. 
The price set by the Agriculture 
Departmen t is a mere 3-4 to 4 
cen ts a poun d —- on ly a fraction of 
what the milk cost the tax pay ers. 
However, this cut-rate sale of dried 
milk should act as a stimulan t to 
the feed in dustry an d will probably 
lower the farm ers’ feed bills a bit. 
Actually the dried milk un load­ 
in g scheme is an other way to 
"solve” the agricultural surplus 
problem without resortin g to the 
Bran n an plan . Un der ex-Agricul- 
ture Secretary Bran n an ’s plan , the 
tax pay ers would get the ben efit of 
lower milk prices resultin g from 
the surplus. But un der this latest 
man euver it’s the cows, poultry , 
pigs an d cattle, n ot human bein gs, 
that will con sume the dried milk. 
Agricultural econ omists also ex ­ 
pect the n ew program to be a 
fin an cial boost for the n ation ’s feed 
man ufacturers. They will be able 
to add cheap milk to their feed in 
place oi other, more ex pen sive pro­ 
tein s. 
Admira l Fo r Co ng rea a 
Adm.

GEINEVA — Realism came in to 
Its own here at the Gen eva Con ­ 
feren ce when Secretary of State 
Dulles presen ted the facts of in ter­ 
n ation al life to the assembled dele­ 
gates in a speech that will live lon g 
in the history of free men . 
For the story of the aggression 
In Korea—too often glossed over 
or forgotten in an age of material­ 
ism. as high prin ciples an d ideal­ 
ism are sometimes brushed aside— 
wsa told in un equivocal ii^rases by 
the American secretary of state. 
He brought back in to the picture 
the man date of the Un ited Nation s 
an d remin ded the world that all 
n ation s, in cludin g In dia, had bran ­ 
ded North Korea as aggressor an d 
that later the Un ited Nation s had 
by resoldtion declared Commun ist 
Chin a an aggressor, too. No more 
poin ted lesson to appeasors could 
have been uttered than in these 
words of Mr. Dulles aimed at 
those govern men ts which n ow, in 
order to get a makeshift peace, 
would ign ore the acts of the ag­ 
gressors: 
Minced No Wo rds 
"Peace is alway s easy to achieve 
—by surren der. Un ity is also easy 
to achieve — by surren der. 
The 
hard task that con fron ts us, is to 
combin e 
peace 
an d un ity 
with 
freedom.” 
Mr. Dulles remin ded the dele­ 
gates that the Korean War provid­ 
ed the first ex ample in history of 
"a collective security organ ization 
in actual operation ." He added: 
"If this con feren ce is disloy al to 
the Un ited Nation s an d its de­ 
cision s, then each of us will bear 
a share of the respon sibility for 
destroy in g what protects us all," 
It was importan t here, where 
io man y issues have crept in , to 
put in to perspective the faithless 
position of the Commun ists. Secre­ 
tary Dulles min ced n o words as he 
accused the Commun ists of break­ 
in g the term s of the armistice 
agreemen t by failin g to permit a 
pclitical 
con feren ce 
on 
Korean 
question s within three mon ths af­ 
ter the truce was sign ed because 
tliey "desired first to con solidate 
their position in Korea." 
Callin g atten tion to the fact that 
the North Korean s had just pro­ 
posed that all foreign forces be 
withdrawn from Korean territory 
in SIX mon ths. Mr. Dulles poin ted 
out that the Un ited Nation s forces 
"would have 
a lon g way to go" 
while the Chin ese Commun ist for­ 
ces "would have on ly a few miles 
to go an d they could quickly re­ 
turn ” He added. 
"On ce before we had our troops 
in Korea an d withdrew them, as 
it turn ed out, prematurely . We do 


n ot wan t that history to repeet 1^ 
•elf.”

For un happily in an d aroun d 
con feren ce circles the defeatism 
that comes from certain Allied 
quarters is most discouragin g.

Might Help Junior 


Other times, other customs. A generation or two 
ago it was fashionable to say, "Children should be 
seen and not heard.” They had no inalienable rights 
to be noisy, then. 


If they behaved badly it was clearly because they 
wert culpably indifferent to the duty they owed to 
their parents, who fed and clothed them and tried 
to beat the devilishness out of them. 
Many persons became convinced that this was too 
heavy a load of guilt to ask children to carry. So 
the load was gradually shifted to parental shoulders. 
If the child went wrong, the parents must be to blame, 
one way or another. They must have failed to give 
him love and understanding, not to mention emotional 
support, etc. Things all but reached the point when 
children would start saying that parents should be 
seen and not heard. 
Now the pendulum is swinging back somewhat. 
There is, for instance, the statement by a child 
psychiatrist that there are so many studies of how 
children behave and react that it’s time to make more 
effort to study and understand parents. Parenthood 
has profound effects on people, for better or worse. 
Anthropologists have made studies of how mothers 
In Bali, for Instance, react to their children. Who has 
made similar studies of American mothers? Or fa­ 
thers? 
Such studies would be a big help to children in 
understanding the puzzling and unpredictable genus 
parent. Every parent with a copy of Dr. Oesell's "The 
Child from One to Ten" on the shelf has experienced 
the comfort, when Junior is rampageous, of learning 
that such behavior is to be expected at his age, and 
that its automatic disappearance can be expected 
before his next birthday. 
But Junior Is out of luck He has no book to tell 
him: "Fathers at 34 enter an introversial swing during 
which it is hard to pry small change out of them. But 
at 35 . . .** No wonder the poor kid has trouble 
understanding the old man.

A Fatal Doctrine 


Protestor Seymour E. Harris of Harvard University, 
who has been very active in th# development of the new 
economics which guided the New Deal, has penned a sent­ 
ence which requires some comment even while the Senate 
is probing into who said what to whom, which seems so 


im p o rta n t to some people that the chief of staff of the Arpy 
and other top brass can take time off to sit for hours as 
spectators while a war is going on in Indochina. The 
learned professor wrote: 
"When there are deficits, the buainess man pull* in his 
twit. But this is a fatal principle in government. The guid­ 
ing doctrine should be this: what government does better, 
or what cannot be done under private auspices, must be 
done by government. But the new administration proposes 
a return to the 18th Century principles that would leave un­ 
done all but the minimum tasks of government." 


Th* doctrine here enunciated is even new in the 
New Deal in one part of the argument, namely that 
"what government docs better . • . mutt be done by 
government." This la, off course, a total negation of 
private enterprise. I suppose by "better,” the profeasor 
meant more efficiently, more cheaply, more adequate­ 
ly. It la pot beyond belief that the government could 
diapenae cigar* more efficiently and even more cheap­ 
ly than th* thousand* of cigar stores that eompet# 
against each other for my custom. 


Th# government-owned installation* could make up 
th# difference by not peytng taxes; by putting in low- 
priced civil service workers who would be forbidden to 
strike by law and whose only hope for the future lay in 
a pension; by taking the sites for factories and stores from 
private owners by the law of eminent domain: by making 
up deficit* out of taxes; and finally, by abolishing cigars 
aa against the common interest. 


This Is the efficiency of slavery, not of free men. 
Apparently Professor Harris would not have the gov­ 
ernment perform minimum tasks as Thomas Jefferson 
held to be right. What are the maximum tasks of gov­ 
ernment? It could be total control of every function of 
the individual In society, the ownership of all property 
and the control of each person, from the cradle to the 
grave. Such a society now exists in the Soviet Unlverssl 
State. Its most developed form Is In Soviet Russia; Its 
worst form Is In Red China. In both these countries, 
limitations are placed upon the development of the In­ 
dividual which have produced a way of life completely 
different from ours In which the individual need neither 
be dependent upon nor cravenly obedient to those who 
control the power of state. He can vote them out of 
office. 


It is not a question as to which system is “better." but 
rather which system a people prefers. Our theory is based 
on the right of choice, on the right of a people to determine 
for themselves the kind of government they want, lf the 
American people want socialism or communism, they 
could, by orderly constitutional means, establish such 
societies. They could amend the Constitution to conform to 
their ideas. 
Professor Harris removes himself from the objectivity 
of the scholar to the confusion of vitriolic journalism when 
he writes: 


"What the Honest Dollar School proposes is to make 
the dollar more valuable by reducing the supply. This 
It at the bottom of the proposals to balance the budget. 
to cut government spending, to raise the rate of In­ 
terest, and cut the supply of credit . . 


It would seem that the professor cannot relate his 
thinking to the dangers of inflation, which can wreck such 
a society as ours. The 53-cent dollar is a peril to use be­ 
cause it dries up the reservoirs of private capital and 
makes an increasing number of persons dependent upon 
the state. A 25-cent dollar, a 10-cent dollar, would end not 
only private enterprise but a free society. The so-called 
"Honest Dollar,” an excellent term, hopes to re-establish 
the values of the dollar, the purchasing power of the dollar 
go that families may be enabled to save money, to reduce 
debt and to invest for the future. Is such a program wrong? 
Is it justified to say, as Professor Harris does say, that 
such a dollar will produce "blood-letting, bankruptcy, and 
liquidation?”

French Bungling Caused Loss Of Lives 


And Airlift Planes Over Dien Bien Phu 


WASHINGTON — French censor­ 
ship has blacked out the truth, but 
Gen. Henri Navarre, the trench 
commander, 
has 
literally 
been 
throwing away planes and para­ 
troopers over Communist-ringed 
Dien Bien Phu. 
Reports have filtered back to 
the Pentagon that airlift planes 
have announced their position to 
Red anti-aircraft batteries below. 
For some unaccountable reason, 
the pilots have been reporting their 
exact altitude and relaying flight 
instructions in plain French with­ 
out bothering to use code. 
In other words, as the planes 
drone over Dien Bien Phu, the air- 
control radio crackles with exact 
reports on their position and cargo. 
All the Red anti-aircraft gunners 
need is a radio to get a bearing on 
the planes. The result has been ap* 
pallinglv 
accurate 
anti-aircraft 
fire over Dien Bien Phu. Over one- 
third of the parachuting reinforce­ 
ments have been lost before they 
got a chance to go into action. 
U. S. military observers urged 
the French to withdraw from Dien 
Bien Phu in the first place because 
it was too exposed. They also re­ 
port that General Navarre failed 
to pour in enough supplies and 
medicine to sustain the besieged 
jungle fortress. Finally they sug­ 
gested sending a 
relief column 
overland to rescue the embattled 
defenders, but Navarre dispatched 
such a small force that it was am­ 
bushed and had to retreat. 
Irony is that Dien Bien Phu was 
erected as a trap to bait the Reds. 
It was built in the deep jungles 
on the same theory that the na­ 
tives tether a goat or lamb in the 
Jungle to bait a tiger. They then 
lay in wait and shoot the tiger. 


Indochina Termed Administration's Crisis Of Decision 


WASHINGTON 
A force of American carriers has 
been on station in the Gulf of 
Tonkin, within convenient striking 
range, since the critical Indochi­ 
nese battle of Dien Bien Phu began 
to move toward its climax. 
It will probably be officially 
denied, but the carriers were of 
course ordered to the scene for use 
if need be. 
They are there to 
provide immediate air support for 
Dien Bien Phu’s defenders, if they 
are ordered to do so by the Presi­ 
dent and the National Security 
Council. 
That 
is 
the simplest 
measure of the extreme gravity of 
the present situation. 
Maybe the moment has passed 
already, when massive American 
air intervention would have turned 
the scales of the fighting. 
The 
heroic force of Gen. Christian de 
Castries now holds a diminished 
fortress less than one square mile 
in area. 
The tropic rains have 
begun. 
It would now be very 
difficult to punish the attackers 
severely without harming the de­ 
fenders, who are so hard-pressed. 
This is the contention, at least, 
of the same administration leaders 
who opposed intervention at Dien 
Bien Phu on constitutional-political 
grounds in the first grim debate 
in the National Security Council. 
At that time, when the French first 
asked for air aid, the answer was 
no. Since that first American re­ 
fusal, the situation has worsened; 
and the French have renewed their 
request. As these words are writ­ 
ten, the question is again being 
anxiously debated on the highest 
policy making level of the govern­ 
ment. 


Simple Misapprehension 
The verdict must be awaited. 
Whatever the verdict may be, It 
seems a good idea to try to answer 
the m o r e important questions 
Americans are naturally asking 
about this remote and mysterious 
contest, that has plunged the Amer­ 
ican policy-makers into an agony 
of close-balanced decision.

The whole system of French de­ 
fensive tactics was disrupted. 
This was made possible — and 
here is the truly significant point— 
by

out this more massive Chinese in­ 
tervention, Dien Bien Phu would 
now be safe. The increase in th#

great military importance.

loss of their crack troops there 
will be a severe blow to the French.

The President and National Se­ 
curity Council long ago agreed that 
the loss of Indochina would surely 
be followed by the eventual loss 
to communism of all the rest of 
Asia. After Indochina goes, there 
is no where in Asia to draw a 
defensible line. Sen. William Know- 
land was reflecting the unanimous 
view 
of 
the 
American 
policy 
makers as to the results of losing 
Asia, when he declared: 
Once Asia is absorbed, commu­ 
nism can turn upon the West with 
invincible power.” 
That was why Neville Chamber- 
lain at last led Britain to war. The 
stage where an implacable enemy 
could turn upon Britain "with 
invincible power” lay at the end 
of the road that began so easily, 
when the British and French re­ 
fused to interfere with Hitler’* 
re-occupation of the Rhineland. 
A plan for American intervention 
in 'Indochina, calling mainly for 
air and naval action, has bern 
presented to our highest policy 
makers. 
Yet the political diffi­ 
culties of action ere ag great today 
as they were in 1936. The result 
of the Indochina crisis, therefore, 
is the first true crisis of decision 
in the Eisenhower administration.

Staying home with two 
children is Rot as glamorous as her 
co-ed days or her previous work 
in a busy office. Tile youngsters 
keep her busy but not enough to 
account for the way she feels. 
A working man develops fatigue 
because of the monotony of the 
assembly line; he has no interest 
in it nor any incentive to carry 
on. Like his youngsters, he might 
say, "I’m tired of playing with my 
dump truck." His boss may feel 
the same way, especially if he 
reaches the top too young and 
has lost his incentive to work hard­ 
er. The algebra teacher who has 
been trained in history may be 
confronted with the same problem,

Milk Goes Bark To Cows 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
is working on a new program 
whereby America’s dairy cows may 
soon be eating the same milk they 
gave. 
In an effort to unload some of 
the 589,000.000 pounds of dried milk 
now stored in government ware­ 
houses, Secretary Benson has de­ 
cided to sell a portion of it to 
processors of animal and poultry 
feed. 
The price set by the Agriculture 
Department is a mere 3-4 to 4 
cents a pound — only a fraction of 
what the milk cost the taxpayers. 
However, this cut-rate sale of dried 
milk should act as a stimulant to 
the feed industry and will probably 
lower the farmers’ feed bills a bit. 
Actually the dried milk unload­ 
ing scheme is another way to 
"solve" the agricultural surplus 
problem without resorting to the 
Brannan plan. Under ex-Agricul* 
ture Secretary Brannan's plan, the 
taxpayers would get the benefit of 
lower milk prices resulting from 
the surplus. But under this latest 
maneuver it’s the cows, poultry, 
pigs and cattle, not human beings, 
that will consume the dried milk. 
Agricultural economists also ex­ 
pect the new program to be a 
financial boost for the nation’s feed 
manufacturers. They will be able 
to add cheap milk to their feed In 
place ct other, more expensive pro­ 
teins. 
Admiral For Congress 
Adm. Ross Mclntire, the White 
House doctor who watched so care­ 
fully over FDR's health, is now 
running for Congress. He’s a can­ 
didate from San Diego, Calif., one 
of the biggest naval and Marine 
Corps bases in the U.S.A., where 
he should have an excellent chance 
of winning.

Ed Izac, also from San Diego, 
and Adm. Tommy Hart, who com­ 
manded the U. S. fleet in Manila 
at the time of Pearl Harbor and 
who was later appointed to the 
Senate from Connecticut. 
Now serving in Congress is a 
regular Marine Corps officer, Gen. 
James Devereux, a prisoner on 
Wake Island during the war and 
later elected to Congress as a 
Republican from Maryland.

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Praise For Dulles

GENEVA — Realism came into 
its own here at th# Geneva Con­ 
ference when Secretary of Stat# 
Dulles presented the facts of inter­ 
national life to the assembled dele­ 
gates in a speech that will live long 
in the history of free men. 
For the story of the aggression 
in Korea—too often glossed over 
or forgotten in an age of material­ 
ism, as high principles and ideal­ 
ism are sometimes brushed aside— 
wsa told in unequivocal phrases by 
the American secretary of state. 
He brought back into the picture 
the mandate of the United Nations 
and reminded the world that all 
nations, including India, had bran­ 
ded North Korea as aggressor and 
that later the United Nations had 
by resoldtion declared Communist 
China an aggressor, too. No more 
pointed lesson to appeasers could 
have been uttered than in these 
words of Mr. Dulles aimed at 
those governments which now, in 
order to get a makeshift peace, 
would ignore the acts of the ag­ 
gressors: 
Minced No Words 
Peace it always easy to achieve 
—by surrender. Unity is also easy 
to achieve — by surrender, 
111# 
hard task that confronts us, is to 
combine peace and unity with 
freedom." 
Mr. Dulles reminded the dele­ 
gates that the Korean War provid­ 
ed the first example in history of 
"a collective security organization 
ic actual operation.” He added: 
"If this conference is disloyal to 
the United Nations and its de­ 
cisions, then each of us will bear 
a share of the responsibility for 
destroying what protects ut all.” 
It was important here, where 
so many issues have crept in, to 
put into perspective the faithless 
position of the Communists. Secre­ 
tary Dulles minced no words as he 
accused the Communists of break­ 
ing the terms of the armistice 
agreement by failing to permit a 
political 
conference 
on 
Korean 
questions within three months af­ 
ter the truce was signed because 
they "desired first to consolidate 
their position in Korea." 
Calling attention to the fact that 
the North Koreans had just pro­ 
posed that all foreign forces be 
withdrawn from Korean territory 
in six months, Mr. Dulles pointed 
out that the United Nations forces 
"would have a long way to go” 
while the Chinese Communist for­ 
ces "would have only a few miles 
to go and they could quickly re­ 
turn.” He added: 
"Once before we had our troops 
in Korea and withdrew them, as 
it turned out, prematurely. We do 


not want that history to repeet It­ 
self." 
These are things that had to b# 
said. For unhappily in and around 
conference circles the defeatism 
that comes from certain Allied 
quarters it most discouraging. Re­ 
treat and surrender, both in Ko­ 
rea and Indo-China, are offered aa 
the best way out with little thought 
given to the damage to the whole 
principle of collective security in 
Europe as well as in Asia that 
could ensue. 
Dulles Supplied Beeotofoaeee 
Unfortuntely both Prime Minis­ 
ter Churchill in London and Prime 
Minister 
Menzies 
in 
Australia 
might better have left unsaid at 
this time that they will not enter 
into any military commitment* in 
Indo-china. 
Actually, 
America 
doesn t want to make any such 
commitments by itself either. But 
sooner or later the free govern 
mentis must assert their readiness 
to make sacrifices for collective 
action rn Southeast Asia, or else 
see that area conquered by the 
Communist*. 
As for Britain, it la not neces­ 
sary to make any commitments 
til’ 
the outcome of Geneva ii 
known, but it would be fatal for 
France to pull out of Indochina 
now leat the whole French em par* 
begin to crumble. Certainly 
a 
withdrawal from Indochina by a 
"negotiation” that means surren­ 
der can bring a collapse of French 
power and influence in Tunisia and 
Morocco, too. Foreign Minister Bt- 
dault fully understands the impli­ 
cations, but it is being said his cab­ 
inet may fall. Maybe such an event 
is necessary to awaken the French 
people to the fact that partisans 
in their midst may be unwittingly 
repeating the catastrophe of 1940, 
when a fifth column permitted 
France 
to be 
conquered 
from 
within. Maybe French pride and 
patriotism will be aroused against 
the prospect cd reducing Franc# 
to a third-rate power if she sur­ 
renders to "partition" cd Indochina 
or any of the insidious schemes 
being advanced here for liquidating 
French 
influence 
in 
Southeast 
Asia. 
lf ever a group cd faltering al­ 
lies needed a hypodermic of reso­ 
luteness in an hour of great crisis 
in the world, it was on the occasion 
at the opening cd the conference 
here this week, and the U. S. sec­ 
retary cf state furnished it splen­ 
didly in a spirit reminiscent of the 
illustrious President of the United 
States who 34 years ago envisaged 
this shrine of collective security at 
Geneva.
